1 . The after final amendment, filed 06/15/2009 is entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-12, 14-19 and 21-29, renumbered as claims 1-27 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of the record fails to anticipate or fairly suggest, reducing the resolution of media data 
using a transcoder device, including; accessing step for accessing compressed input 
data; and particularly the selecting step, including the conditional limitations as recited in 
the claim, for selecting a data processing functions; along with generating step and 
transmitting step as specifies in independent claims 1, 8 and 25, renumbered as 1, 8 
and 23. 

Independent claim 19, renumbered as 18 is allowed for the same reason as set 
forth in the prior Office Action, mailed 3/17/2008. 

Claims 2-7,9-12,14-18,21-24 and 26-29, renumbered as 2-7,9-17, 19-22 and 24- 
27 are allowed by virtue of their dependency to allowable independent claimsl ,8,19 
(renumbered as 18) and 25 (renumbered as 23).
